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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To THE ScHOOL BOARD OF THE SCHOOL DISTRICT OF 
LANGDON: 


I have the honor to submit herewith my fourth annual re- 
port, it being the tenth in a series of similar reports.

During the past fiscal year you have had in your employ 
five regular teachers. You have maintained one school on 
Langdon Hill, and at the village, part of the time one school 
and two for the rest of the time. I feel that the frequent change 
of teachers, the change in the policy of maintaining one or two 
schools at the village, the poor attendance in the village schools, 
and the friction experienced in that school has materially les- 
sened the efficiency of the schools. 

We are not wise if we do not profit by the experience of 
the past year. <A stable policy should be adopted and either one 
school or two schools should be maintained at the village for each 
school year, exceptin event ofa very unusual fluctuation in the 
number of pupils. Whenever you decide upon a union of the 
schools, I should advise the employment of a specially trained’ 
teacher, such as is produced at the Keene Normal School 
through the agency of the model rural school. 
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In order to secure and retain such.a specially trained teacher 
it will be necessary to pay a considerably larger yearly salary 
than has been your custom to pay inthe past. I have intention- 
ally used the words ‘‘yearly salary” because the teacher in con- 
sidering a position takes into her consideration the yearly re- 
muneration rather than the weekly wage. Teaching has_be- 
come recognized as a profession, and the teacher’s total income 
should be the amount of her salary. She should not be expected 
to supplement this through employment during her disengaged 
periods. These periods, or at leasta part of them, should be 
devoted to farther study, and her salary must be large enough to 
stand the strain of such added expense. 

When it is your policy to maintain two schools at the village, 
the proposition is not quite so difficult but even then none but 
trained teachers should be employed. 

I feel that we ought to reasonably demand a little better 
mora] support from the community at the village; it is ail that 
could be expected on Langdon hill and the school shows the 
effect of it. 

Permit me again to call your attention to the urgent demand 
for better provisions for the housing of books and supplies at the 
village schools. The present condition in this respect is unen- 
durable. 

In order to secure state aid for schools for the coming year, 
Langdon must raise for school purposes $1,023. Deduct from 
this the $480 required by law and you have $543. From 
this amount may be substracted your estimates for books and 
supplies, high school and academy tuitions, and for other statu- 
tory requirements, and also what sums are voted for other spe- 
cific purposes, to determine the least possible amount the district 
may vote and still receive state aid. 

I cannot close without paying tribute to the memory of Mr. 
aad Mrs. Bascom, Loved and respected by all that knew them 
they will be sadly missed in the community. The long service 
of Mr. Bascom on the scheol board is appreciated by the district, 
and his absence from their councils is. to be most sincerely re- 
gretted. 

With a sincere expression of gratitude to the board, to the 
teachers, and to the community for another year of pleasant as- 
sociations, this report is respectfully submitted.
